Senate preparing 
to allocate funds

Students are urged to voice 
their concerns at the Saturday, 
April 27 meeting of the Student 
Senate Allocations Board, where 
members will decide on pro- 
gram fund allocations, said 
Student Body Treasurer Jim 
Lewis on Tuesday. 

“It is important that students 
come to this hearing because it is 
their dollars,” said Lewis. “It's 
their money. It’s not ours,” 

A mvs budget drafted by 
Lewis will be submitted at the 
meeting, and students will have 
an opportunity to comment on 
past program funding, he said. 

“Anytime someone goes to a 
speaker and doesn’t appreciate 
the speaker, goes to a movie and 


had better speakers, better con- 
certs, this is their forum,” Lewis 
said, “This is where they're 
going to say ‘I want more 
money here.’ If they're upset at 
any kind of pnug, they 
need to speak up for it, too.” 

Lewis said he hopes to make 
the meeting as public as possi- 
ble. 

“This is a very important 
meeting to be at,” he said 
“Students have an opportunity 
to influence their budget.” 

"We want what the students 
want,” he said. 

Student Senate will receive 
$27 of the $34 student program- 
ming fee. The amount includes a 
$1 increase to the allocation pool 
over the 1995-96 school year, 
resulting in an approximate 
total increase of $30,000 Lewis

The number of resident advisors reapplying 
to be RAs again next year has declined, 
according to Carol Schmitz, assistant director 
for residential life in the Office of Residential 
and Greek Life. 

"It felt like our numbers of people who 
reapplied were a little lower, and I don’t know 
what that means, if it means that more are 
graduating, or more have decided that there's 
life after being an RA,” she said. 

Of the current RAs who are offered posi- 
tions for the following year, “usually we hari 
maybe about 10 percent who don’t take the 
positions for one reason or another,” Schmitz 
said, 

She said 62 current RAs have been asked to 
return next year, a decline of about 10 or so

With more than 27,000 students, and with 
a mix of Latinos, African Americans, Asian 
Americans, Caucasians and people of many 
other ethnicities, USC has a similar makeup 
to many small American cities. 

And just like other communities, a college 
must deal with the question of what role 
diversity plays in its society, 

Does diversity mean an exchange of cul- 
tures? Does it mean focusing inward to pre- 
serve your ethnic culture? Does it lead to a 
decision between assimilation or exclusion? 

While members of communities are often 
organized along ethnic boundaries, college 
campuses have student organizations offi- 
cially categorized along those ethnic bound- 
aries. The interaction of these organizations 
and the mainstream or majority on campus 
provides an example of the success and fail- 
ure of attempts toward diversity.

“The university represents a rare opportu- 
nity where you have a bunch of individuals 
from homogenous (ethnic) cultures or 
lifestyles all together on one campus,” said 
Bill Ware, a member of 100 Black Men. “It 
offers a chance to get a view of other cultures 
or other ways of life.” 

Though in typical communities people 
often choose to associate and mix only with 
people of their ethnic group, the structural 
nature of a university stimulates interrela 
tions between members of ethnicities and

cultures, 

“You don’t have the liberty to balkanize in 
the same way as in the larger society where 
you can just distance yourself from things 
you may feel uncomfortable dealing with, or 
you just may not want to deal with,” said 
Ware, a junior majoring in economics 

But many groups are not interested in 
sharing or importing their culture into the 
mainstream of a community simply because

applicants from the previous 
year. However, because RAs are 
still able to turn in applications 
through today, she did not have 
a final tally of RAs who had 
reapplied. 

here could be several reasons 
for the decrease, Schmitz said. 

“Not everyone reapplies, and 
there's an academic require- 
ment, so some students aren't 
qualified for the position,” she 
said, RAs must have a minimum 
grade point average of 2.5 in 
order to qualify. 

“We need to make sure that 
when their spring grades come 
in that they're still qualified,” 
she said, 

“There may be some pore 
whose performances were a lit- 
tle weaker and they were con- 
cerned about not being rehired 
and so they simply chose not to 
reapply,” Schmitz said. 

Some RAs expressed frustra- 
tion about the high stress of the 
job. Because of contractual stip- 
ulations, RAs are not allowed to 
identify themselves to the Daily 
Trojan. 

“Being an RA is a lot of work,” 
said Erika Kreer, a resident advi- 
sor at North Residential College 
who will not be an RA next year. 
“As a senior, | want to be able to 
do the things I want to do, 

“For two years you give it 
your all, and your third, you get 
burnt out,” said Kreer, a junior

can add stress, especially right 
around this time, when RAs 
have papers due and so do their 
residents,” Underwood said. 
“That can be a burden,” 

“There are also some issues in 
the office (of Residential and 
Greek Life) that are unresolved, 
some internal politics,” he said, 
“I don’t know if I would be an 
RA again for that reason,” 

“I think internal politics is a 
bigger problem than the office 
recognizes,” Underwood said. “I 
think it’s as big a reason (not to 
return as an RA) as the other 
two. RAs have to make a choice 
whether or not they want to deal 
with all that.”

said. 

An estimated $473,000 is 
available. 

“This is an important year,” 
said Lewis. “We have more 
money to push into certain pro- 
grams...that makes a differ- 
ence,” 

“Another difference,” said 
Lewis, “is that student senators 
had direct input this year.” 

Lewis said all 16 senators 
drew up their own budgets, 
which will be used to develop 
the model budget. 

“Even though the senators 
vote on it,” said Lewis, “they're 
getting more input prior to the 
process.” 

The Allocations Board is com- 
prised of the student body presi- 
dent, vice-president and treasur- 
er, the finance director of pro- 
gram board and the program 
board executive director. The 
board will submit a written bud- 
get to the senate for final 
approval. 

“In past years,” said Lewis, 
“students would come to the 
senate meeting to speak out.” 

But this would prove ineffec- 
tive because of strict senate 
guidelines, he said. 

“The senate can either deny or 
accept the budget,” he said. 
“They can’t line-item change the 
budget. So, it's really weak if 
students go there and complain,

Diversity: Groups express varying views

they are forced to. Diversity is 
about wanting your culture to 
be represented in a community. 

“The elements of diversity are 
already in society,” said Thomas 
Nakayama, a professor at 
Arizona State University who 
writes on diversity. “It seems to 
be more of a recognition of those 
diversities, (although) recogniz- 
ing that diversity (isn’t) the 
same as increasing diversity,” 

One way in which student 
organizations often attempt to 
increase diversity on campus is 
through activities which focus 
on their culture and heritage. 

“I think one of the ways to 
show our culture is to show our 
traditions,” said Alma Zamudio, 
chairperson of the Latino 
Student Assembly. “One of the 
roles of LSA is to increase the 
understanding of Latino cul- 
tures on campus,” 

While ethnic groups may be 
interested in cultural exchange, 
Ware said ultimately the contri- 
butions those groups bring to 
their community is their own 
culture and heritage. 

“I think that as...participants 
in the student community the 
one thing you can contribute to 
diversity, and this may sound 
ironic, is in effect your homo- 
geneity,” 

After all, Ware said, cultural 
exchange necessitates that a 
group focus on its own culture 
to some extent so that it can be 
shared with others. 

“If you came to a (100 Black 
Men) meeting and felt as if you 
had attended another session (of 
any group’s) meeting, then we 
haven't done anything,” he said. 
“We have been derelict in our 
duty in terms of introducing 
(you) to something that is cul- 
turally indigenous to us.” 

But Ware said culture should 
be shared with anyone in the 
community, and not just mem- 
bers of those ethnic groups. 


“We (100 Black Men) certainly 
don’t put any ethnic constraints 
on who can attend (our activities 
and meetings),” he said. “The 
focus of what we try to do, the 
matter we try to deal with in 
terms of who we try to invite to 
speak (at activities), is certainly 
not intended to exclude any- 
one,” 

But one problem in focusing 
so much on one’s own culture is 
that some people lose sight of

the idea of diversity being a cul- 
tural exchange, and not just a 
one-way street, 

“I will concede in 100 Black 
Men’s case, as I'm sure it is with 
a number of other organizations, 
you can get so tied up in bring- 
ing that sense of indigenous per 
spective to members (of a group) 
that at times (bi-directional 
diversity)...tends to be sec- 
ondary,” Ware said. 

Of course, not all organiza- 
tions defined along ethnic lines 
are predominantly concerned 
with cultural exchange. Some 
ethnic organizations, such as the 
Asian-American Business 
Association, have other goals. 

“Our organization is a profes- 
sional organization geared 
toward Asian-American busi- 
ness majors,” said AABA mem- 
ber Sammy Lo. “It is a real 
career-oriented group.” 

Although AABA does not 


limit its membership to Asian 
Americans, he said one of its 
purposes is to provide activities 
and programs specifically for 
the large number of Asian- 
American students in the 
Business School, who might oth- 
erwise feel excluded. 

“The organization (AABA) 
gives a comfort zone for Asian 
Americans and an opportunity 
to network and make contacts 
with professionals out in the 
world today,” said Lo, a sopho- 
more majoring in business. 

Because minorities can often 
feel left out or excluded by the 
majority, mainstream culture, 
some feel ethnic minorities must 
fight harder to preserve their 
culture, rather than focus on cul- 
tural sharing. 

“(USC) is a very exclusive 
type of institution, the way it is 
now,” said Minh La, the presi- 
dent of student advisory for 
Asian-American Studies. “It’s 
very restrictive. Greeks play a 
large part in shaping this 
Tommy Trojan-thing, and there 
tends to be many intense pres- 
sures to conform to the Tommy 
Trojan family,” 

Of course, many students in 
the Greek system are concerned 
with diversity, including making 
everyone feel welcome in the 
community. 

“My perspective on the Trojan 
family is that it represents all the 
different groups on campus,” 
said Chris Miller, president of 
the Interfraternity Council 

One common approach to 
increasing diversity is to orga- 
nize activities which combine 
different ethnic groups in order 
to share ideas and to explore cul- 
tural and diversity issues. 

“We (LSA) have held several 
forums trying to overcome 
stereotypes, such as one recently 
with the African-American 
Student Assembly and the 
Asian-American Student

in 1990 after a raging debate led 
by U.S. Senator Jesse Helms, 
said Elson, a graduate student in 
theater with an emphasis on 
playwriting, 

The day will conclude with a 
candlelight vigil and open 
microphone in E.F Hutton Park, 
Starting at 8 p.m., “to remember 
all victims of domestic vio- 
lence,” Dosanjh said, 

“Anyone who knows of some- 
one who's been raped, sexually 
assaulted, can come by, know 
they'll be welcomed, they won't 
be harassed,” she said. 

“Take Back the Night” is a 
theme that takes place on col- 
lege campuses nationwide, and 
started about the time of the 
Equal Rights Amendment 
movement, said Courtney 
Miller, another event coordina- 
tor and one of the executive 
directors of the Women’s 
Student Assembly and a fresh- 
man majoring in cinema, 

There was a law in the 1800s 
that did not allow women to go 
out at night, in fear of them 


becoming prostitutes and of 
crimes against them, Dosanjh 
said 

“Take Back the Night” became 
a way for women to rebel, they 
“wouldn't take this anymore, 
they wanted to do what they 
wanted,” Dosanjh said. 

The event started at USC 
about five years ago, when there 
were a number of acquaintance 
rapes on the Row, she said. 

The first year was the biggest 
success, with 1,000 people 
attending the event, she said 

“It’s been progressing every 
year,” she said 

The event usually happens on 
campus during the month of 
March, which is Women’s 
History Month, but USC coordi- 
nators decided to hold the event 
later so things like the spring 
break and Springfest would not 
draw attention from it, Dosanjh 
said 

It also gave more students a 
chance to be involved and the 
coordinators more time to bring

Being a mentor, 
hall monitor and 
guardian old hat 


omething is amiss in the 
resident advisor pool, 


For some reason, the num- 
ber of resident advisors who 
want to return to their posi- 
tions in fall of 1996 is dwin- 
dling. 

Apparently, the position 
just isn’t as exciting as it 
used to be, 

To qualify as a resident 
advisor, or RA, one must ful- 
fill the prerequisite of taking 
ECDO 440 — Introduction to 
Para-professional 
Counseling. 

Once the class is complet: 
ed, an application to 
Residential and Greek Life 
can be submitted for 
approval to become an RA. 

Many people glow about 
their experience as a resident 
advisor, 

The job is difficult, to be 
sure, but the benefits in 
terms of friendship and the 
responsibility of caring for a 
group of people in a counsel- 
ing and nurturing environ- 
ment is supposed to be a 
memorable experience. 

Maybe the RAs who are 
not returning in the fall have 
had enough of the memories 
and want to live their own 
lives. 

There are many reasons 
why someone might not 
want to come back. 

First and foremost, many 
resident advisors may want 
to move on and live alone, 
away from the housing and 
residence halls, because they 
have lived in campus hous- 
ing all of their academic 
careers and want a change. 

Some are graduating, 

Others may no longer 
have the mandatory 2.5 
grade point average, which 
makes them ineligible. 

Some may find the job to 
be in conflict with their class 
schedule or lifestyle. 

There are plenty of excus- 
es. 

The possibility that isn’t 
discussed is that the resident 
advisors might be sick of the 
way the Office of Residential 
and Greek Life treats them. 

An RA is deprived of a lot 
of the basic elements of 
being a college student: hav- 
ing a social life (RAs cannot 
participate in any illegal 
activities while on duty, 
which is 24 hours a day), 
partying, doing campus 
activities that exceed 10 
hours a week... the list con- 
tinues ad nauseam, 

Being a superintendent, 
counselor and policeman all 
rolled into one while taking a 
full course load and main- 
taining an above-average 
GPA can play havoc ona 
person’s psyche, 

Being compensated 
enough to pay for the hous- 
ing and meal plan you take 
advantage of isn’t necessarily 
a benefit, considering you 
may be eating at EVK and 
having your financial need 
altered, 

So a lot of RAs may not be 
coming back, which is good

tuition is going to increase next year 
by 4.9 percent, we shouldn’t worry. Even 
though the increase will amount to almost 
$900 more per year for just tuition, we 
shouldn’t worry.

With set rates for federal loan programs 
that don’t increase like tuition does—Pell 
Grants, SEOGs and 
Stafford Loans (both 
subsidized and unsubsi- 
dized)—students are 
only left with the 
unpleasant alternatives 
of more University 
Direct Student Loans, 
Perkins Loans or even 
more work-study, 

For students who 
already works the maxi- 
mum 20 hours a week 
that work-study allows, 
they may be forced to 
gain outside employ- 
ment in order to com- 
pensate for the differ- 
ence in financial aid. 
They may also have to 
cut or drop classes in 
order to work to pay for 
school. And that might 
result in it taking longer 
for them to finish school 
than they originally 
anticipated. It's a cycle 
that affects a number of 
students at,USC, But 
Financial Aid says we 
shouldn't worry. 
Hmmm... 

Not only does that cost 
increase in tuition have 
to be taken from finan- 
cial aid allotments else- 
where, but almost every 
semester housing costs, 
food prices and even 
parking costs go up, in 
addition to the tradition- 
al tuition increase. Students who pay for 
college themselves do not have the luxury 
of shrugging off an additional $90, in addi- 
tion to all other added costs. And that’s just 
the beginning of the great student struggle. 

Students don’t get cost of living increas- 
es every time inflation and miscellaneous 
costs rise each year.

Open Letter to the Community 


The University of Southem Califomia is participating in the National Collegiate Athletic Association’s (NCAA) 
Athletic Certification Program. This program was encouraged by the Presidents’ Commission of the NCAA, and 


approved by Division I voting delegates in 1994, 


All universities competing in Division I athletics are required to participate in a self-study effort that will examine 
four major areas: academic integrity, commitment to equity, governance and rules compliance, and fiscal integrity. 
This self-study, once approved by the university, will be sent to the NCAA, the Pacific-10 Conference office, and 
members of an external review team of peer reviewers who will visit the campus next spring to discuss the report 
and talk with members of the university community about our athletic program. Ultimately, the decision regarding 


the institution’s certification rests with the NCAA Committee on Athletics Certification. 


I have appointed a steering committee to develop the self-study and work with the NCAA office to meet the 
requirements of the certification program. The steering committee includes university trustees, faculty, students 
and staff. It is chaired by Vice President for Student Affairs Michael L. Jackson. 


The self-study will benefit the university by providing an opportunity to increase awareness of our athletics program, 
affirm its positive aspects, identify our shortcomings, recommend plans for improvement, and resolve any problems 
that are identified. Members of the campus community will be given opportunities to participate in the self-study effort 
through requests to participate in data gathering and open meetings. Some of you will be asked to review drafts of the 
self-study report. I strongly encourage those of you who do participate in this effort to do so in the spirit of continuing 


to help our university maintain an intercollegiate athletic program of which we can all be proud, 


USC has a long and proud athletic tradition, We have won more national championships than any other school in 
the country. Many of our former athletes are now making substantial contributions to society. To continue this great 


tradition and encourage continued improvement in our athletic program, I have established for our athletic director 


Michael Garrett the following measurable goals: 
1) graduate student athletes, sport by sport, at a rate higher than the overall student graduation rate; 


2) fully comply with NCAA rules and regulations and immediately self-report any infractions that come to 
light; 


3) win championships; and 


4) balance the athletic program budget without a university subsidy. 


| It is my hope that the NCAA self-study and certification process will further these four goals. If you have any

The 
end result of all this learning 
was that at some point I found 
the real Gregory Ellis. I think he 
turned out to be a decent fel- 
low, 

Nevertheless, all the self-dis- 
covery in the world couldn't 
prepare me for the moment 
when I realized that my under- 
grad career was over, 

It happened last Thursday as 
| walked away from Doheny 
after taking a class picture. 
Looking back across Alumni 
Park, | saw a group of juniors 
and realized my time was up, I 
never expected to get so 
depressed so quickly; | fought 
back tears all the way home, 
thinking that I didn’t want this 
to end,

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Campus access disabled

hen I was in high 
school, 1 rarely saw 
any students with dis- 


abilities. The reason for this 
wasn’t that there weren’t any, 
nor that I didn’t get around 
much, Rather, it was because 
all students with physical and 
mental disabilities were kept 
with their caretakers, out of 
sight in a darkened room from 
which they emerged only to go 
back home or to get on a “spe- 
cial” bus for outings. For all 
intents and purposes, they did- 
n't exist—and most of us were 
content to keep them out of 
sight and mind. 

When I came to USC last 
semester, the relative invisibili- 
ty of disabled people on cam- 
‘ba bothered me, Of course, | 

new they wouldn't be shut up 
in a room somewhere, but | 
wasn’t sure why they were 
nowhere to be seen, 
Accessibility problems? Cold 
shoulders from the community? 
Perhaps a mixture of both? 

So, to satisfy my curiosity, | 
decided to perform an “experi- 
ment”: | rented a wheelchair 
and rolled around campus for 
two days, getting the lay of the 
land and experiencing, as 
much as possible, what it was 
like “to be in a wheelchair.” 

On Feb. 1, thanks to Judith 
Bushnell and the Office of 
Student Disabilities, | found 
myself the owner of a manual- 
ly-propelled wheelchair. At 
first, it was fun--as much fun 
as it can be to push 140 pounds 
of dead weight around on 
wheels. True, | cannot speak 
for everyone with a disability, 
but from my perspective the 
USC community was very 
helpful. Strangers went out of 
their se to get me to places 
and hold doors open for me, 
and in no way did I feel 
demeaned by anyone just 
because I was now 4 feet tall 
instead of 6. In fact, at times it 
even seemed like people 
around me went out of their 
way to avoid making my life 
difficult. Evidently, if there was 
a reason to stay out of sight, it 
didn’t appear to be due to an 
insensitive community. 

But I soon found that becom- 
ing a functioning paraplegic, 
even a simulated one, is not at 
all easy. 1 lost count of the 
times I had to grab my wheels 
frantically to avoid falling off 
the curb or tumbling down a 
flight of stairs. As a result, | 
became extraordinarily sensi- 
tive to little dips and bumps in 
the pavement. By mid-day, 
after going through various 
buildings and sites on campus, 
the novelty had worn off, my 
arms were aching and I slowly 
grew frustrated. It didn’t help 
that I had a Chemistry review 
for an upcoming test, and had 
to sit in the back of the lecture 


hall trying to make out the pro- 


fessor’s writing on the black- 
board, 

After rolling back to 
Parkside and then to SAL, | 
called up a Saturn Cruiser to 
take me to EVK. Apparently, 
there are no vehicles equipped 
to accommodate people in 
wheelchairs, so I dragged 
myself into the back seat and 
then helped the driver fold up 
my chair, which he placed in 
the trunk, As I made my way 
into EVK, I braced myself for 
the task of balancing the tray, 
plates and assorted dishware 
on my lap. Luckily, my friend 
Kitty was there, and so she 
pushed me around the cafete- 
ria and then to Leavey. 

After one day in the chair, | 
soon discovered it wasn’t easy 
or desirable to do what I usual- 
ly do, and not just because | 
was “disabled.” To cite just one 
major problem, opening doors 
was a major accomplishment 
in itself, as I tried to tug at the 
handles without falling out of 
the chair. The following day 
merely reinforced the impres- 
sion that the process of getting 
into buildings was a dreary 
chore, and that if I was going 
somewhere it had better be for 
a very good reason. 

In my opinion, the adminis- 
tration seems to look the other 
way where the needs of dis- 
abled students are concerned, 
While I could easily rattle off a 
list of gripes (Biegler Hall 
comes to mind), they would 
only be symptoms of the real 
problem—the university's 
inability or unwillingness to 
acknowledge students who are 
disabled. 

To USC's credit, some minor 
structural improvements have 
been made here and there 
around the campus. However, 
without a clear blueprint or 
coherent plan behind them 
these are merely sporadic 
actions, giving the appearance 
of positive action without caus- 
ing any real change. While the 
current efforts are commend- 
able, a more proactive and deci- 
sive approach needs to be taken 
to ensure that students who are 
disabled have full access to uni- 
versity resources—access 
which is at least equal to that of 
other students, 

The university touts its cur- 
rent slogan “Building on 
Excellence” to both current and 
future students at every oppor- 
tunity. What about those stu- 
dents who are hampered in the 
sursuit of individual excel- 
Lande by the lack of resources 
that others take for granted? If 
a student were unable to enter 
certain buildings or use shuttle 
services because of his or her 
race or sex, an immediate out- 
cry would erupt—and justifi- 
ably so, Yet no one seems to 
notice when the very same 
thing happens to students 
because they are forced to 
move on wheels while other 
students use their feet. 

“Diversity” is one of the 
catchphrases of the admissions 
department, and any definition 
of diversity obviously includes 
students with disabilities. Yet 
will these future students, once 


admitted, be relegated to a sec- 
ond-class existence at USC 
because the university had nei- 
ther the time nor concern to 
make definite plans for their 
arrival? Or, worse, will they be 
denied admission due to the 
fact that USC is not ready for 
them? 
I hope not,

‘August’ not Hopkins’ best month

If it is indeed scripted in the 
Hollywood bible that actors 
should someday take the initia- 
tive to direct their own feature 
films, then results like “August” 
should be held as mortal sins 
against innocent celluloid. 
That’s particularly distressing, 
because “August” marks the 
filmmaking debut of none other 
than Sir Anthony Hopkins, who 
consistently ranks near the top 
of the list of great contemporary 
movie actors, 

You'd hardly think sọ, 
though, given the embarrassing- 
ly overplayed turn he delivers at 
the center of his own new film. 
As the embittered caretaker of 
his family’s expansive Welsh 
farm, Hopkins is out of control 
from the film’s opening scenes 
and only gets worse as things 
progress. He's so flamboyantly 
angry and depressed that he 
quickly gives way to caricature, 


affecting a bevy of varying phys- 
ical mannerisms and speech pat- 
terns notable only for a distract- 
ing egcentricity that could give 
Brando a run for his money. 
Previously, in such misfires as 
“Legends of the Fall” and “The 
Innocent,” Hopkins hinted at a 
penchant for going over-the-top 
under the helmsmanship of a 
weak director, but even those 
characterizations seem 
restrained in comparison to 
“August.” Plus, Hopkins man- 
ages his supporting ensemble no 
better. 

As the farmer’s sister-in-law 
and the local doctor respectively, 
Kate Burton and Gawn Grainger 
are both hopelessly out of touch 
with the material. Like Hopkins 
(or perhaps because of him), 
they strive to “act” as much as 
possible for every frame of their 
on-screen appearances. They 
express and explain everything 
in a manner that insults the 
intelligence of both character 
and audience, Only newcomer 


Rhian Morgan, as Hopkins’ 
niece, occasionally seems at one 
with her dialogue and interpre- 
tation, although she makes up 
for it with several moments of 
exaggeration that rival even 
Hopkins’ laughable ranting, 

All of this seems, quite simply, 
to be Hopkins’ fault. As director, 
he is unable to coach other per- 
formers into a fitting delivery. 
Given the general pomposity of 
Hopkins’ own performance, this 
is no surprise; in fact, he may 
have encouraged them to 
behave so buffoonishly. As a 
filmmaker with an acting back- 
ground, Hopkins no doubt felt 
pressure to allow his cast to be 
as overtly intense and passion- 
ate about their characters as they 
felt they needed to be. The per- 
formers in “August” also come 
mainly from theater, and seem 
uneasy about their transition to 
the more carefully measured art 
form of cinema, One doubts that 

“August” would fly even on 
stage, though, as there's too

real emotion here to involve an

another character. The results 
are shrill, tedious and mind- 
numbing, 

In terms of technical preci- 
sion, “August” is an accom- 
plished film, and Hopkins is 
ultimately able to salvage him- 
self somewhat as a craftsman, 
He's adventurous with his cam- 
era, and there are several inter- 
esting lighting effects and long 
takes. Working with cinematog- 
rapher Robin Vidgeon, Hopkins 
has created many passages of 
great beauty, especially those 
sequences dealing with a eh! 
mining site. However, such 
pleasures are short-lived, as 
Hopkins nearly sabotages his 


own vanity project with a large- 
ly ill-fitting musical score he 
composed himself, Even the 
mining concept goes awry, 
never fully realized and seeming 
mostly a weak attempt at a loss- 
of-innocence allegory. 

If the characters (the uncle, 
the niece, the doctor) and setting 
(a country estate) sound famil- 
iar, they should, If I add the 
mention that the central conflict

has brought two others, 
“August,” in fact, may suffer 
most from a case of extraordi- 
narily bad timing, or be most 
useful as evidence of just how 
poorly a great story can be 
adapted, 

In its attempts to infuse 
humorous anecdotes into the 
roceedings, “August” may 
ear its closest resemblance to 
Michael Blakemore’s “Country 
Life” from last year (which | 
have not seen), ` 

It is ironic that “August” 
should come off more like an 
experimental acting workshop 
than Malle’s film, which was a 
documentation of exactly that. 
None of the valiant but misguid-

ed attempts by the cast of 
“August” to throw away 
Chekov’s best lines and accentu- 
ate relativel insignificant 
encounters vill displace memo- 
ries of Wallace Shawn, Julianne 
Moore, George Gaynes, Brooke 
Smith, and Larry Pine, and Lynn 
Cohen in the same roles. To 
begin with, June Wyndham’s 
“August” adaptation is far more 
austere, ahalari, and distant 
than David Mamet's crackling 
and invigorating work for Malle 
and Gregory. In that perfor- 
mance, each player evidenced a 
sublime and intimate compre- 
hension of Chekov’s themes of 
despair, isolation, and unreal- 
ized dreams. Chekov’s charac- 


ters put on masks of jubilance 
and good humor to cover the 
depression that tears at them, 
and Gregory's cast suggested 
these two extremes simultane- 
ously to marvelous success. The 
characters in “August” feel a 
need to carry this emotional 
baggage in front of them wher- 
ever they go, but “Vanya” is a 
play about nuance, not grand- 
standing. In “Vanya” the most 
powerful moments are the qui- 
etest, and what remains unspo- 
ken is more important than 
what is vocalized, That is why 
“42nd Street” is the version truer 
to Chekov.

RAs together, beating down the 
doors of residents, you know 
come on, come out for this, 
we're gonna have a Wednesday 
night, we need a lot of people 
there. And people from Housing 
and O&M came and we had a 
good 50 or 60 people there that 
turned out. It was really great. 
Everybody saying that we want- 
ed a recycling program, So we 
said great.

thing that you guys (as an RA 
staff) recognized, like, gosh this 
is the beginning of something? 

MN: Oh yeah, definitely, | 
hang out a little my freshman 
year at Parkside, (when it was) 
definitely known as the dark- 
side. I think it started out with 
ORGLs (Office for Residential 
and Greek Life's) placement of 
the RAs (that year) originally. | 
think that it was a priority to 
change Parkside and the people 
they put there, they put a lot of 
people that were second and 
third year RAs that had proven 
themselves, The senior resident 
advisor Yvette Martinez was 
wonderful and then Rory 
Mendoza (former resident direc- 
tor for Parkside), she was great, 
I think it was just a group of peo- 
ple who really cared about the 
job, there were no people on that 
staff that took the job for the 
money or the accommodations, 
That’s the best way I can put it.

MN: The main things that I 
ran for senate for were for recy- 
cling issues and community out- 
reach issues, Not just outreach to 
the community, but also solidi- 
fying the philanthropic commu- 
nity on campus. Some of the 
things I’m most proud of that I 
was able to do that year was 
being able to raise recycling 
awareness and to be able to real- 
ly get that dialogue going of 
starting a program which two 
years later fas come to fruition. 
As far as the community stuff 
which was more my focus as 
community outreach chair, some 
of the best things were...the 
blood drives were really good. 
The blood drives had been wan- 
ing in success and when I start- 
ed working on them they 
became successful. But on top of 
that, what I was really happy 
about was my actual canceling 
of the blood drive spring semes- 
ter, Because of the issue of the 
Red Cross not letting anybod 
(donate) who has ever slept with 
another man since 1977.

Charles Spencer Chaplin, 
“Charlie,” was the first to send a 
popular film that combined come- 
dy with a dramatic message in 
American theaters. Chaplin’s 
films and acting style have been 
mimicked by such cinematic 
artists as Chuck Jones (creator of 
Merrie Melodies characters Bugs 
Bunny and Daffy Duck), Walt 
Disney and feature filmmakers of 
the 1930s and ‘40s, 

He is a legend that lives on in 
the Hollywood community, with 
several screenings of his silent 
films in various southland the- 
aters. He is a personality that has 
been applauded, criticized and 
analyzed by people from all com- 
munities and occupations. 

Though many of his films were 
dramatized portrayals of his 
real-life experiences, 
Chaplin had an 
intriguing life, from 
his childhood to 
his death in 
Switzerland. 

As à young 
boy living in 
the slums of 
Lon don ’ 
Chaplin 
quickly 
learned to 
survive on 
his Own; pri- 
marily by 
earning his 
salaries as a 
comedic actor 
on the British 
stage 

His success res 
onated to America, 
where pioneer Mack 
Sennet recruited him to 
work on his films, Chaplin 
quickly became a dazzling young 
superstar and worked with the 
legendary Essanay studios until 
he built his own studio on La Brea 
Avenue and Sunset Boulevard, 
which still stands today. 

At the same time Douglas 


Fairbanks and “America’s 
Sweetheart” Mary Pickford 
became famous, Chaplin’s 


celebrity stardom

new Hollywood, his films gifts to 
his successors, whose fame has 
long since expired. 


put him in the spotlight. 
However, this was an American 
attraction very different from 
what he was used to on the stage 
and screen. 

Society and the media watched 
him very closely, and analyzed 
his every action, both in pub- 
lic and private. He was fre- 
quently found on the front 
page of newspapers and 
magazines all over the 
world. 

In essence, Chaplin 
became the first star 
and subject of tabloid 
journalism. 

His fondness for 
young, beautiful girls 
(often the young 
teenagers who worked 
as actresses in his films) 
earned him varied criti- 
cism from journalists and 

politicians. 
Chaplin married 
four times; the first 
three ended in bit- 
ter divorces that 
the silent actor 
tried to conceal, 

His second 
marriage to 
ie bh tA 
McMurray, 

or Lita Grey 

in the mid- 

1920s, was 

the first real 
subject of 
tabloid cov- 
erage. Front- 
page articles 
erat a tone 
Chaplin “An 

Actor, Not a 
Man,” detailed 
the divorce case in 
downtown Los 
Angeles. The coverage 
was unrestrained in por- 
traying Chaplin as a pervert, a 
womanizer and, oftentimes, a 
Communist. 

In an interview for a book 
that analyzed the divorce 
and her marriage to the 
actor, Lita Grey gave her 
insight on the motiva- 
tions of the press to 
exploit her short-lived 
marriage to the star. 
“The press didn’t like 
him because he 
would not give 
interviews; he 
would not allow 
them,” she 
said. “So the 
press were 
glad to get any- 
thing they could 
catch on him.” 

Grey, who kept 
Chaplin as her last 
name, died last 
January. She was 
one of the few 
entertainers within 
the Hollywood cir- 
cle of the times that 
could provide 
insight into the silent 
actor’s life. 

Chaplin's legend 
lives on, and people still 
have no problem calling 
him “Charlie.” His style was 
fresh and provocative for the 


Not many theaters 
in the country still screen his 
films, but in Los Angeles, fans can 
catch a glimpse of the little tramp 
on screen, The School of Cinema 
Television sometimes screens his 
work for university students, 

Lucky for the residents of Los 
Angeles, the silent film theater on 
Fairfax Avenue often 
Chaplin films as well. 

If one hasn't seen a Chaplin 
film in its entirety, memorable 
scenes can surely be recognized 
by most. His famous “dinner roll” 
dance sequence in “The Gold 
Rush” was copied by Johnny 
Depp in the contemporary 


screens 


“Benny and Joon,” and Robert 
Downey, Jr. starred as the tramp 
himself in the film portrayal of 
Chaplin’s life story, “Chaplin.” 

In his career that spanned over 
30 years, the artist worked in the 
transition of silent comedic shorts 
to full-feature sound films, and 
lived through the evolution of 
basic film genres. 

In fact, he was one of the pio- 
neers who created them. 


Next month, the L.A. Chamber 
Orchestra and conductor Carl Davis 
will play the original score along 
with the screenings of two recently 
restored Chaplin classics, “The Kid” 
and “The Idle Class” (1921). 

Both feature the young Lita Grey 
Chaplin in her debut performances 
that first attracted the British actor, 
and the “Kid” is played by a young 
Jackie Coogan, who later starred in 
“The Addams Family” TV series as 
the scatter-brained Uncle Fester.

Assembly,” said Zamudio, a 
senior majoring in accounting, 
“It dealt with questions like 
‘What is diversity?’ and ‘Who 
are we?’” 

So-called “multicultural 
forums” are a common means 
on campus for stimulating an 
exchange of perspectives and 
culture between ethnic minori- 
ties and the (Greek) majority. 

From within the Greek sys- 
tem, movements toward 
increasing diversity often origi- 
nate from the Diversity 
Encouragement Council. 

“The DEC has played a critical 
role in encouraging diversity in 
the Greek system,” said Miller. 

“I think the Greek system, in 
the past 6 years, has made huge 
strides in trying to make the 
whole system more diverse and 
trying to interact with the other 
to Greek systems—the Asian- 
Greek Council and the National 
Panhellenic Council.” 

And some of the most suc- 
cessful exchanges of culture and 
views have been those involving 
both fraternities and sororities 
and organizations outside of the 
Greek system, 

“We (100 Black Men) have 
been part of a number of multi- 
cultural panels, dealing with 
issues of the day, where we try 
to give out and receive (differ- 
ent) perspec- 


“It (cultural exchange) has tra- 
ditionally been one-way,” said 
La, who is also the director of 
university relations for Asian- 
American Voices, an organiza- 
tion which encourages student 
involvement and activity in 
Asian-American issues, 

“The ethnic cultures come in 
and are assimilated into the 
mainstream. The mainstream 
(majority) has the power...and 
in that sense they dictate the cul- 
ture more than ethnic groups 
do,” he said. 

While some may feel minori- 
ties and ethnic groups create 
conflict or problems by trying to 
impress their cultures onto the 
existing mainstream culture, 
Nakayama suggests problems 
created through trying to culti- 
vate diversity may lie within the 
mainstream majority. 

“If there are problems in 
diversity, we need to think about 
why some people want to see 
the problem as a part of diversi- 
ty, rather than perhaps a prob- 
lem inherent in mainstream cul- 
ture, (such as) intolerance for 
differences, xenophobia and 
racism,” he said. 

Then is the key to diversity in 
creating a tolerance or a man- 
date within the majority culture 
that invites cultural exchange? 

La said he does not think stu-

One alternative to having 
activities which combine groups 
with different cultures is to have 
one organization based along 
those lines. Marty Pritikin 
recently helped to start one such 
group. 

“Trojan Unity is a campus 
group open to all students and 
faculty whose purpose is to pro- 
mote unity simply by bringing 
people of different races and 
ethnicities together—not so 
much to talk about race, but 
through social and community 
activities so that they are inter- 
acting with each other, as 
opposed to staying apart,” he 
said, 

Pritikin, a junior majoring in 
creative writing, said he believes 
that interaction with people of 
other cultures and backgrounds 
is an important component in an 
open community. 

“When you know people on a 

ersonal level you are more like- 
y to respond to issues personal- 
ly rather than if you just think 
about them on an ideological 
level,” he said, 

But Ware acknowledges that 
for some members r ethnic 
minorities there is a need to 
focus more on yourself and your 
own culture rather than on a 
sharing or an exchange with 
other cultures. 

“There are some organiza- 
tions and cultures on campus 
where the whole purpose is to 
be a support network against 
the societal oppression that 
occurs,” he said. “And by the 
force of society you're com- 
pelled to be this way.” 

La, a junior majoring in Asian- 
American studies and sociology, 
said he believes ethnic minori- 
ties must be aggressive in their 
attempts to preserve and export 
their culture because of the 
inherent advantage mainstream 
culture has in keeping itself 
unchanged.

“They should be 

more aware of 
what the school is doing—the 
policies the administrators set 
up, the allocations of funds and 
those types of things.” 

Ware said he believes that 
while it is important to be true to 
your own culture and past, one 
shouldn't be  close-minded 
about it, that you should be able 
to embrace other cultures at the 
same time, 

“In trying to contribute some- 
thing to someone else that is dif- 
ferent, you have to be just as 
willing to accept something that 
is equally different,” he said, “If 
we are going to go out there and 
try to beseech upon someone 
else to tolerate our culture, that 
by design obliges us to do the 
same, Otherwise we'd be hyp- 
ocrites,” 

Perhaps an incident that 
occurred in March best repre- 
sents how an open-minded atti- 
tude toward diversity and cul- 
tural exchange can improve a 
community as a whole, 

A student from Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon yelled a racial epitaph at 
a member of the Black Student 
Union. But, rather than BSU 
bringing charges against the stu- 
dent through Student Conduct 
and allowing the situation to 
further separate their cultures, 
the Black Student Union invited 
members of SAE to attend BSU 
meetings, which led to a dia- 
logue between members of both 
groups, 

Rather than just reacting to 
the situation, or resenting the 
differences and tensions 
between their different cultures, 
the organizations made an 
attempt to understand each 
other and exchange perspectives 
and values. 

On a small scale, it exempli- 
fied how cultural exchange, and 
striving toward diversity, can 
bestow mutual benefits upon a 
community.

Schmitz cited other reasons

“If we had a comparable 
amount of turnover (this sum- 
mer) then we could start out 
next year with more first-year 
staff,” she said, 

Schmitz said she was not con- 
cerned about the potential of 
having more first-year RAs for 
the upcoming school year.

The senate will usually take it 
(the budget) because there isn’t 
much of a choice.” 

Any group registered with 
student activities is eligible for 
funding, Lewis said. Groups 
related to the Program Board are 
automatically submitted to the 
allocations pool. 

Program Board is the branch 
of Student Senate that handles 
campus events, 

“Their line-item is in our bud- 
get. They are permanent items. 
They always get funding,” 
Lewis said, “They are a part of 
(Student Senate), They are the 
official programming unit.” 

Eligible groups requesting 
funding were required to submit 
an application to the senate by 5 
p.m. Monday, The applications 
are used to evaluate the group, 
its budget, effectiveness and effi- 
ciency, Lewis said. 

Decisions will be based on 
merit and quality of applica- 
tions. Lewis will interview 
group leaders and review 
account summaries to further 
evaluate groups. 

The senate’s final budget deci- 
sion will be announced April 30.

In 1992, Rage Against the 
Machine sneaked up on the bur- 
geoning “alternative” music 
scene with the funk of the 
Beastie Boys, the fury of Public 
Enemy, and grooves borrowed 
from everything, ranging from 
Led Zeppelin to James Brown. 
The album was largely missed 
until the release of “Freedom” as 
a video on MTV. Then came the 
nearly constant playing of 
"Killing in the Name” on KROQ 
and a million other modern rock 
radio stations. This song made 
stars of Rage Against the 
Machine. But with sparse lyrics 
composed mostly of the line F--k 
you, | won't do what you tell me, 
the song was also a stumbling 
block for the band. Mostly mis- 
understood by the masses as a 
song of undirected, I'll-be-an- 
idiot-if-I-want-to rebellion, 
“Killing in the Name” acted as a 
reducing force for the band’s 
true message of political change. 

Four years is a long time in 
the world of rock ‘n’ roll. Except 
for a song on the Higher Learning 
Soundtrack, the band shipped no 
new material. One wondered if 
there would ever be a follow-up. 
It seems the band may have just 
been waiting for the right politi- 
cal moment to release a new 
album. With Evil Empire, Rage 
Against the Machine returns to 
offer songs to an America that 
has seen a “Republican 
Revolution” in Congress and 
singer Zack De La Rocha is no 
happier with the Land of the 
Free now than he was before. 

As its hip-hop roots would 
predict, the lyrics are the focus 
for Rage Against the Machine. 
The music, although accom- 
plished and funky, is a vehicle 
for the words. And De La Rocha 
has enough thoughts and skills 
to carry any vehicle, 

Two tracks find De La Rocha 
expressing his disgust with 
California immigration issues. 
On the opening track, “People of 
the Sun,” De La Rocha declares: 
The new era of terror / Check the 
photo lens / The city of Angels / 
Does the ethnic cleanse, Later, on 
“Without a Face”; Maize was all 
we needed to sustain / Now her 
golden skin burns, insecticide rain / 
You down with DDT? Yeah you 
know me / Raped for the grapes, 
profit for the bourgeoisie... To sur- 
vive, one motive no hope / It’s kinda

hard to breathe with Wilson's hand 
around my throat. 

The recent wave of ultra-con- 
servative radio shows and the 
effect of this on the political cli- 
mate is also addressed. On 
“Vietnow,” De La Rocha 
exclaims: Shock around the clock, 
from noon ‘til noon / Men grabbin’ 
they mics, and stuff ‘em into the 
wombs / Terror the product ya 
push,,.The sheep tremble and here 
come the votes...Check the new 
style that Ollie found, 

On “Down Rodeo,” De La 
Rocha expresses some of his 
most extreme notions. The city 
of Beverly Hills will probably 
not be offering the band a key to 
the city anytime soon: The clock 
ers born starin’ at an empty plate / 
Momma's torn hands cover her 


sunken face / We hungry but them 
belly full / The structure is set, ya 
never change it with a ballot 
pull...So now I'm rollin’ down 
Rodeo with a shotgun / These people 
ain't seen a brown man since their 
grandparents bought one. 

Tom Morello’s guitar is as 
active and full of sound as ever, 
With his imitation of hip-hop 
sounds, such as turntable 
scratching and high-pitched 
sirens, he seems to come from an 
open school of thought about 
what should and should not be 


done with a guitar. This, along 
with the band’s chunky guitar- 
and-bass funk in general, has 
sparked a whole new genre of 
imitators such as Sugar Ray and 
Korn, But unlike these bands, 
with Rage Against the Machine, 
there is always something new 
to find in the mix. And it's worth 
looking for. 

Brad Wilk’s beats are a testa- 
ment to the power and ingenu 
ity of live drumming, While the 
drumming could just be some- 
thing anyone with a drum

duced me to tennis,” said 
Corral, “And then he switched 
to golf and I kind of follow his 
traits, so I left tennis behind, and 

layed golf the whole summer. 

hat's when the spark just grew, 
and from then on, golf has been 
my main sport.” 

Corral got so caught up in the 
golf fever that, in addition to 
playing and practicing whenev- 
er possible, he began to read and 
watch golf magazines and 
videos extensively, 

He would not incorporate the 
stuff he read and saw directly 
into his game, though. Instead, 
he relied on his natural ability 
and the tutelage of his father to 
give him direction with regards 
to his game. 

“I've never had a lesson 
before. My dad has been my 
coach, my teacher, my mentor, 
everything,” said Corral. “In the 
summers when | was growing 
up I would just go practice, 
practice, and play, and it got 
fun,” 

Corral’s game began to 
progress quickly and soon he 
was not only winning junior 
tournaments in his native 
Mexico, but was also competing 
in San Diego Junior Golf 
Association tournaments. 

“I didn't play that much in 
Mexico, but I did play a lot in 
San Diego,” the Trojan freshman 
said. “They have a very good 
San Diego junior golf associa- 
tion, Very good players like 
Craig Stadler, Phil Mickelson 
and Scott Simpson have come 
out of there. Most of the gradu- 
ates from that association get 
scholarships to universities, It's 
pretty tough, So that helped to 
raise my level a lot.” 

At the age of 16, Corral 
reached the quarterfinals of the 
Mexican national junior ama- 
teur, At this point, Corral obvi- 
ously had incredible ability, but, 
unfortunately, there was no 

lace for him to play, consider- 
ing Mexico does not have high 
school golf. 

After finishing his sophomore 
ae of high school south of the 

order, Corral made the decision 
to transfer to St. Augustine, a 
prva Catholic high school in 
San Diego. The fact that he had a 
lot of friends from Mexico 
already attending the school 
hel] sad lop ze with his decision. 
‘This allowed me to prepare 
for college and play for a com- 
petitive golf team,” Corral said. 

While he was attending the 
school though, Corral continued 
to live in his native Tijuana. This 
meant that Jorge would have to 
allow for two hours worth of 
driving each day, in addition to 
crossing national borders twice 
every 24 hours. Sometimes, the 
drive would be even longer if 
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there was a long line at the bor- 
der crossing. But, for Jorge, wak- 
ing up at 5:30 in the morning for 
the long drive was worth it. 

“It sounds strange to you to 
cross the border from Mexico to 
the United States each morn- 
ing,” Corral said, “But I think it 
was worth it. After awhile, you 
just get used to the routine. It 
was for the good,” 

In his two years at St. 
Augustine, Corral excelled. He 
was a two-time all-CIF per- 
former and team MVP, as well 
being named “Player of the 
Year” by the SDCJC Association. 
In addition to being a superb 
golfer, Corral was also a great 
student, He made the academic 
honor roll in both his years at 
the school, 

Once his high school days 
were over, it was time for Jorge 
to make a decision regarding 
college, Citing a superb coach- 
ing, staff, a strong tradition, and, 
most important, a proximity to 
his native city of Tijuana and his 
family, Corral decided to attend 
USC, 

“We have such a great coach- 
ing staff,” Corral said, “I don’t 
know much about other pro- 
grams, but I don’t think there’s a 
much better coaching staff than 
what we have here. And also the 
closeness to home (played a part 
in the decision), | mean, when 
you only have to drive three 
hours to get home and are at a 
school like this, that's great.” 

Before he arrived at USC 
though, Corral shocked every- 
one by firing a 63 in the 
Southern California Junior 
Amateur last summer. He fin- 
ished second in the tournament 
and beat current Trojan team- 


mates and All-American candi- 
dates Chad Wright and Brian 
Hull, 

Partly because of that tourna- 
ment, and mainly because of the 
high expectations he puts on 
himself, Corral is a bit disap- 
pointed with how he has played 
thus far this year—even though 
he has played in nearly every 
tournament as a freshman. But 
Corral also believes that some 
positives have come out of his 
freshman year as well. 

“I kind of expected a little bit 
more out of myself this year,” he 
said. “Maybe that’s because of 
the transition between being 
away from home and coming to 
school as a freshman, | don’t 
know. I do feel like I have 
become a better player, especial- 
ly mentally. Gaining some expe- 
rience this year can propel me to 
great things in the years to 
come.” 

And what are Corral’s ambi- 
tions for the future? Jorge has his 
sights set on the PGA tour. 

“Since | started getting serious 
about the game of golf, I’ve had 
ambitions (for the PGA tour),” 
said Corral. 

But that’s three years down 
the line. Right now, Corral is just 
concentrating on trying to help 
the Trojans take home their first 
NCAA championship in late 
May. 

“Throughout the years, this 
school has never won the colle- 
giate golf championship,” 
Corral: said. “And we feel like 
we have the team this year to 
win it. If we all come together at 
the right time, we can do it. We 
have the talent and the players.”

Ensberg of the matter, “With 
Adams telling his guy to hit 
him, I don’ t know if that was 
the wisest thing, | don’t care if 
ou want to send a message. 
hen you get your coach 
involved, telling a player to hit a 
guy, | don’ t think that’s the right 
thing for him.” 

In mid-March, USC had its 
own incident with Arizona 
State. As USC center fielder 
Jacque Jones waited to catch the 
final out of the series, Moreno, 
rounding third base, elbowed 
Trojan Jeff DePippo, who was 
out to congratulate the winner. 
Moreno then threw his helmet at 
DePippo, and a scuffle ensued. 

Five players were suspended 
for three games as a result: 
Moreno, Bradley and Kaipo 
Spencer for the Sun Devils; 
DePippo and Brian Ponchak for 
USC, 

Gillespie and Arizona State 
assistant coach Bob Welch will 
serve their suspensions this 
weekend, Neither will be 
allowed anywhere near Packard 
Stadium in Tempe, Ariz. 

On March 30, Bradley was 
suspended for his first beaning 
of Glaus, a four-game punish- 
ment. That pitch hit Glaus in the 
head. 

USC and UCLA are not the 
only teams to have shown prob- 
lems with the Sun Devils. 
During an April 12-14 series at 
California, Moreno flexed his 
arm and yelled at the pitcher 
who served him a home run, 
The Golden Bears were report- 
edly upset that despite a pre- 
game warning, Moreno received 
no disciplinary action. During 
his next at-bat, he was hit on the 
first pitch. 

“There's no question, you 
might as well hit the guy,” 
Ensberg said. “You don't show 
up the pitcher after you hit a 
home run there, I think that’s 
really bad baseball. You just hit 
your home run, run around the 
bases, you can put your fist in 
the air if your happy at first. But 
he blatantly showed his muscles 
to a pitcher. You don’t do that. 
It’s actually quite frustrating, 

“Funny thing about it is it 
seems the only problem is with 
ASU and the rest of the league. 
We had the fight with ASU, but 
now UCLA all of a sudden has 
this new rivalry and their going 
back and forth hitting each 
other, Either the NCAA or Six- 
Pac should definitely do some- 
thing about it before it gets out 
of hand.”

ing some of the bitter rivalries in 
football and basketball, these 
latest developments could raise 
the question of pitching inside, 
and whether it can be accepted 
within the game. 

“People say there should be 
no place for it, and I certainly 
agree that I wish there was no 
place for it,” Gillespie said. “But 
you're guys are getting thrown 
at and someone's doing some- 
thing so bush to humiliate you 
and embarrass you, something's 
going to happen.” 

Ensberg, tied for the team lead 
with eight hit-by-pitches, agrees, 
feels that most inside pitching is 
done to send a message, Perhaps 
indicative of that is the number 
of times Moreno has been hit 
this year—15, 

"the Pac-10 and the NCAA 
need to be stiffer, because | 
know in our conference, it’s 
going rampant,” he said. 
“When you see a guy get hit at 
this level, it’s pretty much a pur- 
pose pitch, A couple times they 
might miss, but for the most 
part, they know what they're 
doing. They can hit their spots 
for the rest of the game, then you 
get one on your back, | mean, 
that’s not a mistake.”

Before last week, the USC 
baseball team already knew this 
weekend's three-game series at 
Arizona State would be more 
than just another Pacific 10 
Southern Division meeting. A 
bench-clearing brawl in the 
series finale took care of that. 

But after what happened 
between the Sun Devils and 
UCLA last weekend, an entirely 
new element has been added. 

The Sun Devils were involved 
in another incident Sunday, 
which resulted in both Bruins 
Coach Gary Adams and pitcher 
Pete Zamora being suspended 
for six games for intentionally 
beaning of Arizona State Mike 
Moreno. 

Adams, who has coached the 
Bruins for 22 years and is known 
for possessing a taciturn man- 
ner, has reportedly admitted to 
ordering Zamora to intentional- 
ly throw at Arizona State batter 
Mike Moreno in retaliation for 
shortstop Troy Glaus being hit 
the day before by Ryan Bradley 
for the second time this year, 
Bradley was not ejected for the 
latest hit. 

Moreno was hit in the upper 
leg, as Adams said he reportedly 


advised Zamora not to hit him 
in the head, Zamora was ejected 
immediately, and given an auto- 
matic four-game suspension. 
Adams was suspended for one 
but felt it wasn’t enough, and 
suspended himself for another 
three games. 

“I know of no precedent of 
this one,” said USC Coach Mike 
Gillespie who was suspended 
for the upcoming series with 
Arizona State for his part in the 
March 17 brawl. 

Because UCLA had scheduled 
two extra games for this week, 
the suspensions were upped to 
six games Wednesday, meaning 
that both will not be involved in 
any contests through the week, 

Meanwhile, USC could only 
sit back and speculate about the 
situation, knowing it is likewise 
a part of it 

As for Adams’ decision, 
Gillespie would not justify the 
action, but agreed he under- 
stood it and that he has thought 
about giving similar to advice to 
his team, 

“Gary Adams is a good guy,” 
he said, “He’s a gentleman, he’s 
a class act, There’s nobody that 
dislikes him. So it's completely 
out of character for him to do
